El.  Androstephium  Coereleum  —  Wild  Hyacinth  — 
Bulbous  plant  6  inches  high,  fleshy  leaves  and 
stems,  waxy  blue  flowers  in  early  spring. 
Allionia  Linearis — Umbrella  plant  —  An  odd 
plant  that  many  times  in  fall  bears  two  entirely 
different  flowers  at  one  time.  Up  to  4  feet 
high. 

R.  Aster  Patens — A  bushy  plant  with  small  leaves 
and  many  violet  flowers  in  late  summer  and 
fall.  8  inches  high. 

R.  Aster  Multiflorus — 12  to  16  inch  stems  thickly 
set  with  white  flowers  in  fall. 

Asclepias  Verticilata — Whorled  milkweed — Erect 
18  inch  stems,  many  narrow*  dark  green  leaves, 
clusters  of  white  flowers  in  summer  followed  by 
long  slender  seed-pods.
